The road brtwoeii flo-Si-Wti and Na- 
tow Is indicated on the war depart- 
ment map as the worst se 'ti in of tho 
road between Tien Tsin and Peking. 

Althoagh the mesnage is not dated, 
it is taken at tlie navy department to 
mean that Matow was occupied An 
ust 11, and that the oppo.-ition was 
flight botb on the road and in taking 
the town. Matow Is not a walled city 
and no serious opposition was expect- 
ed there. It is about 11 miles by road 
from Matovi to Chlng Chla Wan 
which ia really the suburb of the wall- 
ed city of Tung Chow and the key to 
the Rate.s of Pelting. If General Chaf 
fee was at Matow August 11 it is quite 
possible that by this time ha li either 
In possession of Tung Chow or en 
gaged with the retreating Chine^fti 
army that was expected tO make a 
Bland behind its walls. 

T^e war department Is highly grati 
fled at the report of General Chaffee s 
steady advance which for a week past 
La.-^ Iieen scOUted as a foolhardy piece 
of adventure by some of the European 
war officials. 

Of quite as much Interent as the 
record of the army's advance is the 
•peculation at the war department as 
to the status of diplomatic negotia- 
tions. The state department has 
thrown aroumi these proceedings a 
sudden and uiinccii.-t'mied veil of se- 
crecy that is taken to presage Import* 
ant developments. One thing Is well 
Bigh certain, namely, that the Cong i 
message which w is not made publit, 
is one of a series of Identical notes 
adJresstd liy the heletgured ministers 
to their governments. 

The state department stated that not 
'only would the text of the Conger 
dit=patch be kept secret, but no qucs 
tion would be answered in connection 
With Its contents. It was pointed out 
by the department that with the in 
't^natlonal forces practically at the 
gatee of Peking, any statement of Min- 
ister Conger might Involve him and 
all ot the other ministers in very Ber 
lous consequences. It was said, how- 
ever, that the statement from London 
credited to a member of parliament 
UtMi n^gotlatloiig mtrt on toot in 
#iuihington between the various pow- 
ers, looking to a future form of gov- 
ernment for China, was without foun- 
dation. The state department an- 
Boaneed that no note on thli subject 
had been •xohaDfed beiweeo the pow-

It is considere<l siguiflcant that no 
preparations are being pu&bed for the 
■wintBHBg 0t the AioerlotB (Oreea in 
China. Both the oommiisary an4 
quartermaster's departmeota are ready 
to purohaie and ship supplies for the 
OblaeM npedttlonary force siucbi as 
would bo needful In a winter cam* 
paign. There are certain supplle.i 
which would be necessary for tiii.- coa- 
tin^ency and certain steps whick 
would have to be taken and that qult» 
■peedlly unless there was strong hop« 
that the Anu iirni army would be out 
Of China before the gulf of Pechlli 
freezes over, which it usually doea 
About the first of November. Prepara- 
tions made up to a recent date looked 
to the nuaricriii}; of the American 
force on Chinese soli through the win- 
ter WtiOB. It cannot be said that thi.^ 
ospedition has been entirely abandon- 
ed, but It is certain some of the final 
purchases and preparations are sus- 
pended for the prefeout as though tb re 
ta conslderLble probability that they 
would not have to be made at all.

They 
dislike the presence of Chinese troops 
in the vicia'ty of the foreign .settle- 
ment; fear that the slightest indiscre- 
tion will lead to bloodshed, and woni i 
welcome the arrival ot the Monterey. 
The absence ot fresh news of what the 
PeUing expedition Is doing leads to 
speculation. Military men at Shang- 
hai who know the country In the 
vicinity of Peking belkve the alPej 
ought to be within canncn-shot of the 
Chinese capital.

Tartars Killed iin<l StaiKliirdA df Ma 
iiiKi Sung < tipt iiretl. 
London, Aug. 15. — Rear Admiral 
Bruce telegraphing from Taku to the 
British admiralty, forwards the fol- 
lowing mes.sage from Ho Si-Wii. dated 
Augu.st 10: The troops are di.stant 
about 27 miles from Peking. They ex- 
perienced little opposition. A position 
had been prepared by the enemy, but 
as the allies advanced, they fled. The 
Tartar cavalry was charged by two 
squadrona ot Bengal Lancers. Many 
ot the former were killed. The 
standards of Generals Ma and Sun.^ 
were captured. The troops are much 
exhausted by the beat, but their health 
and spirits are otherwise excellent 

I'liKht of L' gHtloiis. 
Paris, Aug. 16.— The French foreign 
office has received the following dis- 
patch from tlie minister of France at 
Peking, M. I'iclion, daled Augu'it '): 
•"We have been advised that Li Hung 
Chang is charged to negotiate tele- 
graphically with the powers. We are 
ignorant of the event.i occurring out- 
siile the legation. It is surrounded liy 
hostile defenses. How could we ne- 
gotiate without the diplomatic corps 
regaining Its righta and the legation 
grounds being evacuated? If the nego- 
tiations prevent the march 'of the al- 
lied trocva which is our only salva- 
tion, we riak tailing into Chinese 
hands. The section wherein lies the 
French legation is t>c< iipled by imper- 
ial traps who have not entirely ceased 
to Are. We are reduced to siege ra- 
tions, we have provisloaa, horKS, 
rice and bread tor 16 daya." 



Measavea from Ministers. 

Washington, Aug. 15.— The Chinese 
minister here who is also tbe accredit- 
ed mlnlRter to Spain, recelirid'lB com- 
pany with the Conger message a cable 
dispatch from the Spanish ml ster at 
Peking to the government at Madrid. 
It was in the Spanish code and has 
been forwarded to Madrid. As the 
British government also received a 
measage from Sir Claude MeDoBald, it 
is taken that the mlnlatera at Peking 
have again addressed an identical note 
to their gorammoBta.

atitntional monarchy is proliably the 
most desirable plan that we can now 
adopt.

We have a large army and it can be in- 
creaaad under almost any pretext with- 
out canaing alarm to tbe masses. * * ^ 
The strong iron hand of discipline will 
have to be used to bring the maasaa to a 
to sense of proper behavior. * * ' 
Our Ctonatitotion ia largely the expression 
of French revolutionary ideas; ideas 
euggeated by hot-beaded theorists. Jef- 
ferson and Paine found American soil 
aniuble for tbe promulgation of Vol 
taireism and Rousseauism. Now the 
church is strong enough to go back to 
the biblical teaching of kingship. It 
need take but a few to convince our 
political rulers to make tbe change.
